The Calera City Council 
adopted three proposed budgets 
in their regular meeting Monday, 
giving the city, the sewer system, 
and the gas department spending 
guidelines to live by. 

The city’s general fund budget 
totals $753,900 for 1984-85 — a 
9.8 percent increase over last 
year’s budget of $737,539. 

Although the city audit is not 
officially complete, Calera looks 
to finish the last fiscal year slight- 
ly under budget. 

The city gains its largest pro- 
jected incomes from business 
licenses, natural gas contribu- 
tions, and ad volorem taxes. 

The biggest spending comes in 
salaries for 
throughout several departments. 
Calera employees received a three

School construction 


Board approves architects, advisor

With an anticipated $9 million bond issue in the 
offing, the Shelby County Board of Education has 
approved architects for construction projects at 17 
public schools, including the design of the new 
Thompson High School. 

School officials hope to award construction 
contracts by the end of the school year. 

When finalized, the bond issue will be the 
largest single financial deal the board has ever 
undertaken. In light of that, Superintendent of 
Education Ellie Glasscox last week convinced 
board members that it would be a wise investment 
to secure the services of a financial advisor. 

A bond advisor could help the board get a bond 
rating which would be needed to sell bonds in 
other parts of the country, Glasscox said at the 
Tuesday night board meeting. 

Such a rating would ensure the best market, and 
a more favorable interest rate — all of which 
Glasscox estimated could save the board as much 
as $350,000 in interest payments. 


The advisor’s fee will depend on the size of the 
bond issue, and it could be anywhere from $5,000 
to $14,000, Glasscox said. 

Although the board’s bond attorneys will still 
be used in their area of expertise, Glasscox said 
that someone was needed who works daily in the 
bond market. 

‘‘Timing and options are all important,’’ he 
said. 

The board — which hopes to float a $3 million 
bond issue next spring and a $6 million bond issue 
when revenue comes in from the 3 mill tax voters 
approved this fall- gave Glasscox the authority to 
hire an advisor. 

The board approved four architectural firms to 
do preliminary work on the first phase of the con- 
struction projects slated for county schools. 

The Columbiana firm of Thurston Sumners will 
work on indoor activity areas at Calera Elemen- 
tary, Elvin Hill and Valley and the renovation of 
space at Chelsea for an indoor activity area; band

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Graduation changed

The tradition of Thursday night graduation will 
continue in Shelby County schools this year. 

The initial date set on the school calendar fell on 
Wednesday, May 29, which school officials said 
was an Oversight in regards to church prayer ser- 
vices. 

Hoping to reach a compromise, Superintendent 
of Education Ellie Glasscox suggested that church 
services be held earlier that evening, and that 
schools schedule graduation around 8 p.m. 

But after discusssing the subject and listening to 
comments from the audience at last Tuesday's 
board of education meeting, the board voted 3-1 
to change graduation to Thursday. 

The lone dissenter on the board was Paul 
Sumners. After telling the board that he was a 
regular attender of Wednesday night prayer 
meeting, Sumners said he did not think the Lord 
would be upset if someone missed once in seven 
years.

Sumners was also awarded the work at Vincent 
Middle and High School where classrooms and the 
auditorium are to be renovated and at Inverness 
where additional classrooms will be added. 

The Montgomery firm of Chambless- 
Killingsworth will do the plans at Helena for an in- 
door activity center, lunchroom, and additional 
classroom and office space; additional classrooms 
both for regular classes and special education at 
Thompson Middle School. 

Chambless-Killingworth will also handle plans 
for the air conditioning of seven county lun- 
chrooms; Calera High and Elementary, Thomp- 
son Middle, Columbiana Middle, Vincent High 
and Vincent Elementary. 

Projects at Riverchase were awarded to the Bir- 
mingham firm of Renneker-Tichansky and 
Associates. The projects are for classrooms, and 
rooms for band, choral work and art. 


Dampier and Harris from Alabaster will be the 
architects for the new Thompson High School 
which will be built on 40 acres of land the board 
has purchased on County 264. 

Beyond projects made possible by the new tax, 
the board also awarded two contracts to Cato 
Construction Company for projects at Vincent 
High and Vincent Middle, and for work at the 
area vocational center. 

The company bid $14,267 to renovate the 


Wayne Sumners, who represents the teachers in 
the county, said the change was unfair because 
now teachers would have to get ready for gradua- 
tion and take inventory the same day. 

The board voted twice on the matter after 
Thompson trustee Hershel Hale pointed out that 
the first vote taken was an amendment to the mo- 
tion and not on the motion itself. 

With board member Dr. Bill Fancher absent 
and Sumners in opposition to the change, board 
president Barbarba Whitman cast her vote to 
make it a majority vote. 

After the second vote, Whitman said that the 
move to change graduation to the day following 
the closing of school ‘‘will give us an opportunity 
to see how much graduation really means to 
them.”’ 

During the discussions, Glasscox had proposed 
keeping the date the same because students usually 
head for Florida as soon as school is out, which is 
on Wednesday, now the day before graduation.

heating system at the Vicent schools and $12,871 
to repair the fire alarm system at the vocational 
center. 

Too, Glasscox was given administrative 
authority to award the bid for reroofing a major 
portion of Shelby County High School and for 
putting in a new phone system at the central of- 
fice, 

Bids for both projects will be opened Dec. 4. 

The superintendent said that $80,000 had been 
budgeted for roof repairs at county schools, but 
he expected that the entire amount would be need- 
ed for the SCHS project. 

“It’s past patching,’’ Glasscox said, adding that 
the roofing should have been done three or four 
years ago. 

On the subject of phones, the superintendent 
said that the present system is inadequate to han- 
dle all the calls to and from the board office. 

Estimating that purchasing a system will cost in 
the neighborhood of $18,000, Glasscox said that 
amount could be paid back in three or four years 
resulting in a reduction of costs. 

Since the commission pays a portion of the 
board’s phone bill, Glasscox said it has allocated 
$10,000 for an updated system. 

Glasscox reported that he used previously 
granted administrative authority to purchase eight 
driver education cars from the state motor pool at 
a cost of $22,000. 

He said that it has been difficult to find a dealer 
in recent years to supply cars to the schools.

taking a raise in pay 


Barbara Whitman has been re- 
elected as president of the Shelby 
County Board of Education for 
the 1984-85 school year. 

Dr. Bill Fancher was again 
elected as vice-president of the 
board. The election of officers 
was held during Thursday’s 
school board meeting. 

At the board’s request, 
Superintendent of Education 
Ellie Glasscox said the salary of 
the five-member group will re- 
main the same — $7.50 per 
meeting. 

Glasscox said he had planned 
to recommend paying board 
members $300 a month, which is 
the maximum payment allowed 
by law. 

Giving the board’s reason for 
declining the raise, Whitman said 
“‘We consider this a community 
service and we’re pleased and 


proud to serve.’’ 

When a vote was called for to 
reimburse teachers for two unus- 
ed personal leave days, the board 
gave unanimous consent. 
Glasscox said that the state 
mandates this action to encourage 
teachers not to use those days. 

Of the five leave days teachers 
are allowed, two are technically 
funded by the state. 

However, in answer to a ques- 
tion from board member Donna 
Morris, Glasscox said that 2 large 
portion of that money actually 
comes from the county board, 

In order to discourage teachers 
from taking time off, Glasscox 
said that the pay for substitutes 
— who are paid by the teachers 
they fill in for — has been set at 
$28.50 for those with certifica- 
tion, and $20.50 for a non- 
certified substitute.

When the principle of a situa- 
tion is involved, my feelings can 
be stirred real quick.

And I have 
seen ratings abused by incompe- 
tent or subjective, even vindictive 
superiors, and every system must 
have appeal provisions to 
ameliorate such miscarriages of 
justice. On the whole, however, 
all designs worked well, certainly 
better than no system at all. And, 
who can doubt the presence of 
serious abuses and inefficiencies 
under current practices, 

The absence of a policy for 
rewarding merit with monetary 
increases and with assured con- 
sideration for available promo- 
tions has to be stultifying to the 
individuals. Nothing else can so 
well fill the need to guide im- 
provement of the _ individual, 
reward progress, and, when 
necessary, penalize poor perfor- 
mance, even by removal when 
justified. 

In consequence of the absence 
of meaningful use of regular 
assessments of competence, the 
entire school staff tends to be 
rated down by many taxpayers, 
and to be penalized by inade- 
quate pay, often shabby 
facilities, little parental and 
citizen support, and lower esteem 
than is merited. Worse, the 
weaknesses tend to perpetuate 
themselves as they discourage the 
best students from entering the 
teaching field. 

In my opinion, no system can 
be as bad as no merit plan at all. 
Our fine teachers deserve better 
than the present chaos.

Alabama Scene

If you drive Alabama’s highways, and who 
doesn’t, you shouldn’t have been surprised at 
the report released a few days ago by the Na- 
tional Research Council. It noted that Alabama 
motorists drive faster than any of their counter- 
parts in the Southeast. 

The study was made to determine what 
percentage of the nation’s drivers obey the 55 
mile-per-hour speed limit. Nationally, some 
54.1 percent of the drivers violate the law, but 
in Alabama 57.9 percent drive faster than 55. 

While the council recommended that the 
55-limit should continue to be the law because it 
saves lives and fuel, at least one Alabama of- 
ficial partially disagreed. Maj. N.W. McHenry, 
chief of the Highway Patrol Division of the 
Department of Public Safety, said he felt higher 
speed limits should be allowed on interstate 
highways. 

“*There’s room for an increase in the speed 
limit on the interstates... those roads are 
designed for higher speeds,”’ he said. However, 
he said on non-interstate highways and roads 
the limit should remain at 55. 

Those in the know in Washington say there is 
no likelihood of any change in the present law. 
Whether you obey it or not, 55 miles-per-hour 
will remain the limit.

Law changes sought

Under a present Pelham zoning 
ordinance, anyone can set up a 
trailer in areas zoned commercial 
and open a business. 

But that section of the or- 
dinance and several others will be 
amended if the council votes for 
the changes requested by police 
chief Allen Wade. 

The vote will be taken at the 
next meeting. 

Wade said that complaints 
from the public had prompted 
him to ask for the changes. 

He is asking that a time limit of 
one year be placed mobile homes 
used as offices. If passed, 
businesses presently using mobile 
homes for office space will be 
given a year to comply with the 
ruling. 

If the business does not comp- 
ly, the city will have the authority 
to remove its business license. 


However, the council may 
authorize the placement of 
mobile home offices in 
designated industrial parks for an 
indefinite period. 

The ordinance does not apply 
to the portable classrooms used 
at public schools. 

A nother proposed change in 
law will limit recreation type 
vehicles parked at reidences to 
three years. 


Although the ordinance 


already limits trucks over two 
and half ton from being parked 
at residences, the ordinance 
defines all combinations of these 
type vehicle so that there can be 
no question. 

Wade said that ordinance 
changes will also give the police 
enforcement power if a citizen, 
the city building inspector, or the 
fire marshall make a written com- 
plaint. 

The subject of trucks came up 
again at Monday’s meeting when 
Lee St. resident Levi Perry com- 
plained about them in his 
neighborhood. 

He said that there was a ‘‘no 
trucks’’ sign on the street but that 
trucks from a neayby industry us- 
ed it nonetheless. 

Perry also contended that the 
area was zoned residential. All ci- 
ty maps show it to be commer- 
cial, Hayes said. 

The mayor also explained that 
state law says that an industry 
may use a residential street to 
reach the closest county or state 
road. 

But Hayes did say the business 
would be required to make cer- 
tain changes within 30 days. 

Perry also wanted to know 
about an emergency road that 
had been requested several years 
ago.

Aldrich man arrested 


in Brierfield shooting

A Shelby County man has been 
arrested for murder in the Nov. 
18, 1984 shooting death of Brier- 
field resident Bill Burt. 

The murder suspect, David 
Hedgepath, 25, of Aldrich, has 
been released on $20,000 bond. 

Burt, who was a Bibb County 
farmer, was shot once in the back 
as he sat in his parked car on the 
side of Cahaba Valley Church 
Road less than a mile from his 
home. 

Burt’s son, Billy, Jr., who was 
in a nearby car, was arrested 
Nov. 23 for attempted murder 
and released on $5,000 bond. The 
younger Burt reportedly fired 
several shots at a vehicle that 
sped away from the shooting 
scene, 

The occupant of the vehicle 
was apparently 41-year-old Jerry 
Killingsworth from Chilton 
County. 

Killingsworth was found 
wounded and staggering along 
the street near Montevallo City 
Hall around midnight. He is still 
in Shelby Medical Center and no 
charges have been filed against 


him as yet. 

Bibb County Sheriff Glenn 
Smiterman, who declined to 
discuss the case Monday, would 
not say what information led to 
the Hedgepath’s arrest on Nov. 
21, nor if it was Burt or Burt’s 
son who fired the shots that 
wounded Killingsworth. 

The elder Burt reportedly died 
holding a pistol which had been 
fired three times. 

Smitherman earlier told the 
Reporter that he thought the fatal 
shot had been fired from a .3006 
rifle, but Monday he would not 
say whether or not that weapon 
has been found. 

On Nov. 23, Charles E. 
““Curly’’ Moreland and John 
Hardy Moreland, both of Brier- 
field, were charged with hinder- 
ing prosecution — charges on 
which the sheriff would not 
elaborate. 

They were released on $5,000 
bonds. 

No motive has been given for 
the shooting, but the sheriff 
earlier reported that on the night 
Burt was killed, he had been very 
upset over finding his dog shot.

Certainly, children are graded by 
their teachers, even by parents, 
and rewards are commensurate 
with their achievements.

And I have 
seen ratings abused by incompe- 
tent or subjective, even vindictive 
superiors, and every system must 
have appeal provisions to 
ameliorate such miscarriages of 
justice. On the whole, however, 
all designs worked well, certainly 
better than no system at all. And, 
who can doubt the presence of 
serious abuses and inefficiencies 
under current practices. 

The absence of a policy for 
rewarding merit with monetary 
increases and with assured con- 
sideration for available promo- 
tions has to be stultifying to the 
individuals. Nothing else can so 
well fill the need to guide im- 
provement of the _ individual, 
reward progress, and, when 
necessary, penalize poor perfor- 
mance, even by removal when 
justified, 

In consequence of the absence 
of meaningful use of regular 
assessments of competence, the 
entire school staff tends to be 
rated down by many taxpayers, 
and to be penalized by inade- 
quate pay, often shabby 
facilities, little parental and 
citizen support, and lower esteem 
than is merited. Worse, the 
weaknesses tend to perpetuate 
themselves as they discourage the 
best students from entering the 
teaching field. 

In my opinion, no system can 
be as bad as no merit plan at all, 
Our fine teachers deserve better 
than the present chaos.

Alabama Scene

If you drive Alabama’s highways, and who 
doesn’t, you shouldn’t have been surprised at 
the report released a few days ago by the Na- 
tional Research Council. It noted that Alabama 
motorists drive faster than any of their counter- 
parts in the Southeast. 

The study was made to determine what 
percentage of the nation’s drivers obey the 55 
mile-per-hour speed limit. Nationally, some 
54.1 percent of the drivers violate the law, but 
in Alabama 57.9 percent drive faster than 55. 

While the council recommended that the 
55-limit should continue to be the law because it 
saves lives and fuel, at least one Alabama of- 
ficial partially disagreed. Maj. N.W. McHenry, 
chief of the Highway Patrol Division of the 
Department of Public Safety, said he felt higher 
speed limits should be allowed on interstate 
highways. 

“*‘There’s room for an increase in the speed 
limit on the interstates... those roads are 
designed for higher speeds,’’ he said. However, 
he said on non-interstate highways and roads 
the limit should remain at 55. 

Those in the know in Washington say there is 
no likelihood of any change in the present law. 
Whether you obey it or not, 55 miles-per-hour 
will remain the limit.

Pelham mobile homes 


Law changes sought

Under a present Pelham zoning 
Ordinance, anyone can set up a 
trailer in areas zoned commercial 
and open a business. 

But that section of the or- 
dinance and several others will be 
amended if the council votes for 
the changes requested by police 
chief Allen Wade. 

The vote will be taken at the 
next meeting. 

Wade said that complaints 
from the public had prompted 
him to ask for the changes. 

He is asking that a time limit of 
one year be placed mobile homes 
used as offices. If passed, 
businesses presently using mobile 
homes for office space will be 
given a year to comply with the 
ruling. 

If the business does not comp- 
ly, the city will have the authority 
to remove its business license. 


However, the council may 
authorize the placement of 
mobile home offices in 
designated industrial parks for an 
indefinite period. 

The ordinance does not apply 
to the portable classrooms used 
at public schools. 

A nother proposed change in 
law will limit recreation type 
vehicles parked at reidences to 
three years. 

Although the ordinance 


already limits trucks over two 
and half ton from being parked 
at residences, the ordinance 
defines all combinations of these 
type vehicle so that there can be 
no question. 

Wade said that ordinance 
changes will also give the police 
enforcement power if a citizen, 
the city building inspector, or the 
fire marshall make a written com- 
plaint. 

The subject of trucks came up 
again at Monday’s meeting when 
Lee St. resident Levi Perry com- 
plained about them in _ his 
neighborhood. 

He said that there was a ‘‘no 
trucks’’ sign on the street but that 
trucks from a neayby industry us- 
ed it nonetheless. 

Perry also contended that the 
area was zoned residential. All ci- 
ty maps show it to be commer- 
cial, Hayes said. 

The mayor also explained that 
state law says that an industry 
may use a residential street to 
reach the closest county or state 
road. 

But Hayes did say the business 
would be required to make cer- 
tain changes within 30 days. 

Perry also wanted to know 
about an emergency road that 
had been requested several years 
ago. Perry said that he and his

Aldrich man arrested 


in Brierfield shooting

A Shelby County man has been 
arrested for murder in the Nov. 
18, 1984 shooting death of Brier- 
field resident Bill Burt. 

The murder suspect, David 
Hedgepath, 25, of Aldrich, has 
been released on $20,000 bond. 

Burt, who was a Bibb County 
farmer, was shot once in the back 
as he sat in his parked car on the 
side of Cahaba Valley Church 
Road less than a mile from his 
home. 

Burt’s son, Billy, Jr., who was 
in a nearby car, was arrested 
Nov. 23 for attempted murder 
and released on $5,000 bond. The 
younger Burt reportedly fired 
several shots at a vehicle that 
sped away from the shooting 
scene. 

The occupant of the vehicle 
was apparently 41-year-old Jerry 
Killingsworth from Chilton 
County. 

Killingsworth was found 
wounded and staggering along 
the street near Montevallo City 
Hall around midnight. He is still 
in Shelby Medical Center and no 
charges have been filed against 


him as yet. 

Bibb County Sheriff Glenn 
Smiterman, who declined to 
discuss the case Monday, would 
not say what information led to 
the Hedgepath’s arrest on Nov. 
21, nor if it was Burt or Burt’s 
son who fired the shots that 
wounded Killingsworth, 

The elder Burt reportedly died 
holding a pistol which had been 
fired three times. 

Smitherman earlier toid the 
Reporter that he thought the fatal 
shot had been fired from a .3006 
rifle, but Monday he would not 
say whether or not that weapon 
has been found. 

On Nov. 23, Charles E. 
Curly’? Moreland and John 
Hardy Moreland, both of Brier- 
field, were charged with hinder- 
ing prosecution — charges on 
which the sheriff would not 
elaborate. 

They were released on $5,000 
bonds. 

No motive has been given for 
the shooting, but the sheriff 
earlier reported that on the night 
Burt was killed, he had been very 
upset over finding his dog shot. 
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tion for the road.

In winning the honor, Billy 
Seale and his Cats recorded the 
most outstanding performance in 
a county filled with good football 
teams. 

The Wildcats finished 
regular season at 10-0 record 
the first perfect performance for 
an SCHS team in more than a

decade. Those wins earned the 
Cats a trip to the 4A state 
playoffs, where they beat Fair- 


field and Jemison before dropp- 
ing a heart-breaking, last second 


decision to Cherokee County 
High. 
That post-season record left 


the SCHS total at 12-1 for the 
season more wins than any 
other county team. 
“I’m prejudiced,’’ 
coach Ricky Seale, 


said SCHS 
‘‘but this is 


the greatest bunch of kids I’ve 
ever been around. I love to see 
them win any kind of honor.’’ 

Coming from a 5-6 finish in 
1983, the Wildcats returned a 
strong offensive line and ex- 
perience in the backfield. From 
that base, Seale and staff put 
together a team that matured 
throughout the season, led initial- 
ly by a strong group of ten 
seniors. 

Those seniors had more and 
more help as the year progressed 
from enthusiastic young players 
who grew into winners. 

As the hot days of summer 
practice drew to a close, Seale 
was making no specific predic- 
tions about his team, ‘This 
bunch believes it can be good, 
and that’s a key factor,’’ is about 
all he would say at the time. 

The season progressed. Seale 
continued to feel that his team’s 
belief in itself was the key factor 
in a season that was becoming a 
dream come true for Wildcat 


players and fans alike. 

‘‘These kids are a joy to 
coach,’’ he said after his team’s 
early season win over 
Montevallo. ‘‘They believe in 
each other and have enough con- 
fidence to be winners.’’

John Draper, director of the 
Alabama Traffic Safety Center, 
has been appointed chairman of 
the Governor’s task force on 
safety belts. 

Draper, who lives in Alabaster, 
said that the governor is expected 
to sign a proclamation declaring 
January as Safety Belt month. 

He noted that some 50,000 
vehicle related fatalities occur 
each year, and that 70-75 percent 
occur in the vehicle or as a result 
of being ejected from it.

struction in righteousness...’’ 
2 Timothy 3:16 


May I speak with you about 
the book that benefits. Not all 
books are beneficial. Worse 
still is the fact that some books 
actually break down instead of 
build up. However, the book I 
wish to discuss will bless you if 
you allow it ti do so. 

Paul begins by stating that 
this book is produced by God. 
The Bible is God’s handiwork. 
It is created by Him. Basically 
that is what inspiration means. 


Then he says that the book: 


is profitable. Scripture, like 
medicine, is good for you, 
Often we take it like medicine, 
treating it as necessary, yet, 
distasteful thing. 

Paul suggests four ways the 
Bible is profitable. Please look 
with me at these four impor- 
tant, yet basic truths. 

The scripture is profitable 
because from it we learn what 
is right. There are so many 
ways that seem right to men 
(Proverbs 14:12). Men accept 
these ways and before long 
they are expounding them to 
others (1 Timothy 4). Tragical- 
ly too many never go to the 
ultimate source of truth to 
find out what is right, 

The word ‘‘doctrine’’ in the 
texts means ‘‘to teach.’’ Scrip- 
ture is profitable for right 
teaching or teaching what is 
right. If you wish to know 
what is right and not simply 
that which seems right, turn to 
the scriptures. 

God expects us to know 
right, and to do right. Unless 
we are right we cannot have 
fellowship with Him. 
Therefore, He has told us in 
His Word what is right. There 
is no way one can do right 
without knowing what is, in 
fact, right.

The Bible also tells us what 
is not right. That is a benefit 
also. If we are to do right and 
shun what is not right then this 
information is imperative. 

‘*Reproof’’ means. convict, 
In the verb form it means ‘“‘to 
rebuke another with such ef- 
fectual weilding of the vic- 
torious arms of truth, as to br- 
ing him, if not always to a con- 
fession, yet at least to a con- 
viction of his sin’’ (Wuest, 
page 150, Pastoral Epistles). 

Being negative is frowned 
on in some circles. The Bible 
benefits us by telling us what is 
not right. It is a benefit not on- 
ly because it keeps us from 
hell, but also because it keeps 
us from harm. 


The third benefit of the Bi- 
ble is that it tells us how to get 
right. The truth is man is not 
naturally right. Man is born a 
sinner, not a saint. The Bible is 
the authority on what one 
must do when he is guilty of 
doing what he should not do. 

‘sCorrection’’ means, 
“setting right,’’ according to 
Vincent. The Bible tells us how 
to get right as a sinner estrang- 
ed from God (1 John 5:12). 
We are told in this book how 
to get right when as a saint we 
are guilty of sin (1 John 1:9). 


God’s Word also tells us how 
to get right as a servant when 
we have a falling out with a 
fellow servant (Matthew 
18:15-35). 

Finally, we are told how to 
stay right. ‘‘Discipline’’ is vital 
to staying right. 


One must discipline himself 
to shun sin (James 4:7). Just as 
an athlete must restrain 
himself, so must the Christian. 

Next, one must seek the 
kingdom first (Matthew 6:33). 
Priorities must be set. They

PHS utility bills run high 


by Bert Seaman 

A Shelby County schools 
energy conservation program 
that was in effect in recent years 
apparently failed to help the 
situation at Pelham High School. 

Utility bills at Pelham range 
between $11,000 and $12,000 a 
month. 

Superintendent of Education 
Ellie Glasscox told education 
board members Tuesday that 
representatives of Alabama 
Power Company have studied the 
situation and made recommenda- 
tions. 

He also said that an outside 
firm has been asked to make a 
study and to give the board a 
technical analysis of its findings. 

One of the reasons for the high 
costs is that the school is total 
electric. Board president Barbara 
Whitman said that total electric 
was the only option available 
when the school was built. 

In an effort to cut the costs, 
Glasscox said that bulbs have 


been removed in some areas 
which did not need to be brightly 
lit. Ballasts to those lights are 
also being removed because they 


_ Still draw current. 


He also mentioned replacing 
the present lights with energy ef- 
ficient bulbs, 

After looking into a more effi- 
cient lighting system for the gym 
— used during the day and into 
the night — board’s maintenance 
supervisor Owen Joiner said that 
the best lights seem to be high 
pressure sodium. 

Electronic timers for the 
school’s control systems was 
another suggestion for cutting 
down costs, and Glasscox said 
that architects were reviewing the 
school’s duct work. 

He said that even a slight 
change could add to the efficien- 
cy of the building. 

In other matters: 

The board may finally be at 
the end of expenditures for the 
removal of asbestos. It approved 


Reaves Construction Company 
to remove the potentially hazar- 
dous substance from beneath 
Montevallo High School. 

The board had earlier approv- 
ed another firm to do the work, 
but since the project was more ex- 
tensive than was anticipated, the 
firm had to drop out. Reaves was 
the next low bidder at $13,849, 

Additional asbestos that was 
discovered under the Alice Boyd 
building adjacent to MHS will be 
handled as a change order, 
Glasscox said. 

The board agreed to purchase 
a 50x150 lot adjacent to Shelby 
County High School for $5,300. 

Until recently, Glasscox said 
the board thought it owned the 
lot. 

There are plans to put the new 
SCHS field house on the property 
with a new band room on the 
other side of the street. 

He said that the board may 
eventually ask the city council to 
close the street.

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SMC pastors: listening ears

In any illness, the healing process can be spiritual as well as 
physical. 

At Shelby Medical Center the doctors and staff see to the 
physical needs of patients. Volunteer chaplains, who are 
members of SMC’s chaplaincy program, take care of the 
spiritual needs. 

The chaplaincy program is comprised of 14 Shelby County 
ministers who volunteer their time to provide counseling and 
spiritual support to patients, and their families. 


‘“‘We are available for anything, any time,’’ said Carl 


Thomason, pastor of Grace Baptist Church in Saginaw, one of 
the leaders in the program. 

“On a daily basis, the emphasis is on seeing the patients 
scheduled for surgery, and the ones that have just been admit- 
ted. We also periodicially check in at the Emergency Department 
and answer any codes (an alert that there is a critical patient) in 
case we are needed to minister to the families.”’

The Rev. Thomason said the program is non-denominational. 
The chaplains introduce themselves only as hospital chaplains 
and do not try to promote their own churches or denominations. 

‘‘Our visits are very brief. We find out the patient’s needs, 
and pray with them if they like,’’ he said. *‘Most hospital pa- 
tients don’t feel like talking much, so we try not to stay long.”’ 

The main objective of the visit is to learn if the patient’s per- 
sonal pastor is aware the patient is hospitalized, If not, the 
hospital chaplains will contact him and anyone else the patient 
requests. If the patient does not have a pastor, the chaplains let 
him know their services are available should they be desired. 

The chaplaincy program provides a spiritual support system 
for patients and their families, said the Rev. David Wallace of 
the First Baptist Church in Pelham, another volunteer. ‘‘The 
program represents one of the most critical needs for the patient 
and family during a hospital stay.’’ 

He said hospital ministry is especially important in emergency 
situations where an automobile accident or heart attack can be 
devestating to a family. 

‘*The best thing we can offer in these situations is immediate 
support. Often the people are not able to reach their minister at 
that time. We are available and physically present to be with 
them,’’ Wallace said. 

Many times people who are traveling through the area find 
themselves in the hospital emergency room because of an acci- 
dent or sudden illness. Miles from home, they have no family 
ties or family support. 

At times like these, the chaplains have become the sole family 
support for these people. They offer comfort, spiritual guidance 
and, when necessary, they work with the hospital’s social ser- 
vices department to provide financial aid. Often lasting relation- 
ships are born of such circumstances. 

‘*The key in that particular situation is the sensitivity that one 
must have. You learn to celebrate with the families when there’s 
good news, and you also can identify with their pain in 
tragedy,’’ the Rev. Wallace said. 

Tragedy and death is something a hospital chaplain must face 
regularly. 

‘On too many occasions, we have had to counsel with 
families that have lost a loved one. It is the hardest counseling to 
face,"’ said the Rev. Shelton Reeves, of Northside Baptist 
Church in Calera.

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Eastern Europe recipes 


Serve up surprises for your Christmas guests 


Marcia Sears 

Eastern Europeans know how to cook well, and on a recent trip we 
found several dishes that are different from everyday American fare. 

Poles, like the Hungarians, cook with a lavish hand, almost as 
though they had invented the saying, ‘Eat, drink and be merry, for 
tomorrow.,..’’ . 

_The Polish Press organization put on an elaborate reception for 
visiting journalists: tiny canapes with ham, sausage balls, and 
decorated fish tidbits. 

Two other foods from the reception were so unusual that I thought 
I'd pass them along for hostesses who want to give their holiday guests 
a suprise. 

The first was a filling served in eggshells, and was heavily flavored 
with dill. The shells made a novel serving idea. 

After the party had been going on for about an hour, a waiter ap- 
peared with the second surprise: small cups filled with a steaming 
brown liquid. No, not coffee, but strong clear borscht. Its tang cleared 
the palate and steadied the unsteady. 

Americans are divided in their opinion about borscht, but | know 
several who thought it was just right that night. 

I did not get the recipes, since | was supposed to be keeping my 

mind on politics and gross national product, but after a little ex- 
perimenting at home, I came up with ways to make them (see recipes 
below). 
' The Czechs have a novel idea for a dinner’s first course. Our hotel 
in Prague served chopped vegetable salads in the shells of sweet red 
and green peppers. You ate pepper and all. Potato or pasta salads 
would be good that way, too. 

A popular salad was made of fresh vegetables, grated separately, 
and served side by side. The choice was from cucumber, cabbage, car- 
rots and beets. 

Roe deer is a treat not available here, but Shelby County hunters 
might enjoy roasting their venison in shish-ke-bob style as the Polish 
do, interspersing the squares of meat with onions and streak-o-lean. 

Pork and veal are more common than beef, and are prepared in 
many imaginative ways. 

Climate forbids the raising of citrus in this part of the world, and 
little is imported because of the cost. The standard juices are made 
from pears, apples and apricots which we saw growing in profusion. 

For desserts, it’s hard to beat the Hungarians, who keep importing 
chocolate regardless of their foreign currency problems. Their pastries 
are even better than Austria’s Sacher torte. 

They serve crepes smothered with chocolate sauce and flamed with 
brandy. 

The Yugoslavs will do that too, but they vary the recipe by folding 
fruit preserves inside the crepe and dusting it with sugar. 

A dessert that kept reappearing in every menu from Warsaw and 
East Berlin to Bucharest was a fruit sauce poured over ice cream. Ap- 
ples, pears and grapes were the fruits used. The dessert was called a 
coupe, and that word was followed by the name of the city or hotel. | 
call my recipe Coupe Dubrovnik, because that was the last city on the 
trip. 

Dill and Mushrooms in Eggshells 

Prepare 12 eggshells: Tap side of small or medium egg until a small 
crack forms. With kitchen scissors, cut away half of the shell. Empty 
egg into dish. Set aside one egg for use in this recipe. Use others for 
something else. In skillet or saucepan gently boil empty eggshells for a 
few minutes to cook any egg white that remains. Wipe clean. Then 
prepare filling: 

°'% c, butter 

*1 c. mushrooms, chopped 

®1 c. cabbage, shredded 

©2 teaspoons dill weed 

¢'% teaspoon pepper 

°1'% c. Pepperidge Farm herb stuffing 

*] egg, beaten 

®1 c, chicken broth, or 1 c. water with 1 teaspoon chicken bullion 

Melt butter in saucepan. Add mushrooms, cabbage, dill weed and 
pepper. Saute about 3 min. Add remaining ingredients and cook gent- 
ly, stirring, until mixture thickens - about 2-3 min. Taste for flavor. 
Spoon into prepared eggshells, top with additional dill weed. 

May be kept overnight in refrigerator and reheated before serving in 
microwave or conventional oven. Serve warm with small forks. This 
recipe could be Americanized by adding shrimp or crabmeat and a 
dash of Tabasco.

Cartoonist communicates with humor

To some people, a cartoon is 
simply a drawn out joke. To 
John Heine, a cartoon is a form 
of communication that incor- 
porates humor. 

Even though he thrives on the 
humor, Heine who joined the 
Shelby County Reporter staff as 
a political cartoonist, says he 
takes his profession seriously.

Since then, his cartoons have 
been published in National Lam- 
poon, Saturday Evening Post, 
and he has sold a line of greeting 
cards to Recycled Paper Pro- 
ducts, a national line of greeting 
cards. 

He worked two years for 
‘*Take One’’ newspaper in 
Nashville, TN, where he was staff 
cartoonist. In 1981 he returned to 
Birmingham where he continued 
his education at UAB. 

All the time he continued his 
cartooning on a free lance basis, 
and works in a custom frame 
shop ‘‘to make ends meet.’’ 

‘‘There was a time I seriously 
considered getting out of car- 
tooning, but I stayed with it. Go- 
ing with the Reporter has been a 
real spark to me,”’ he says. “‘It’s 
something concrete.”’ 

The idea behind the cartoons 
— the sixth of which appears on 


Page A-4 of this week’s 
newspaper -— come about 
through what Heine calls 


‘*brain-storming’’ sessions with 
the Reporter editorial staff (and 
whoever else is around). 

These sessions usually take 
place on Mondays. After a long 
thought process, Heine spends 
about three hours on the actual 
drawing, which appears in the 
following week’s edition. 

“*It’s a responsibility to stick 
your neck out and make a point. 
With thousands of people seeing 
the cartoons, it adds to the sense 
of responsibility to do them with 
integrity — or as much integrity 
as I can get away with,’’ Heine 
laughs. 

Prior to adding Heine to the 
staff, the Reporter ran syndicated 
political cartoon by Montgomery 
cartoonist John Crawford. 
The cartoons dealt with statewide 
or national issues, but did not 
directly address issues in Shelby 
County. 

‘*What we want to do with our 
editorial page is to make our 
readers more thoughtful and 
sensitive to the issues in Shelby 
County,’ says editor Jim Parks.

Revenue sharing funds have 
made it possible for roof repair 
on Montevallo City Hall, street 
repair work, a new city map and 
improvements at the Montevallo 
football field.

minimum of three times during 
the year. 

It was the feeling of the 
chamber, Strickland said, that 
displaying the flags on ap- 
propriate occasions would 
enhance the city’s image.

An elderly Shelby County 
widow may get back some of the 
money she overpaid in ad 
valorem taxes. 

An attorney general’s opinion 
rendered last week by Ron 
Bowdon states that the woman 
may be entitled to a refund 
depending on when she paid the 
taxes. 


The assistant AG said that a 
petition must be filed within two 
years of the payment in order to 


get a refund. 

Tax assessor Bobbie Reynolds, 
who denied the woman an ex- 
pemption two years ago, had ask- 
ed the attorney general’s office if 
the woman could be granted an 
over 65 exemption for the current 
tax year, and if she could be 
refunded for two years of over- 
payment. 

The woman had been denied 
the exemption, Reynolds said, 
because her name was not on the 
property deed.

It is not uncommon for the governor to ac- 
cept some speaking engagement and then cancel 
at the last minute and send one of his aides as a 
pinch-hitter. But Gov. George Wallace has 
reversed that role twice in the past week or so. 

A Montgomery civic club expecting to hear 
Press Secretary Billy Joe Camp was treated to 
an unexpected speech by the governor; and a 
few days later the governor used his rank to 
‘‘bump’”’ Ken Wallis, who had been the an- 
nounced speaker at aBirmingham civic club.

Predictably, the sudden burst of Wallace ac- 
tivity has provoked some to try to read between 
the lines, and what they think they see is 
Wallace setting the stage for another run for 
governor in 1986. Only time will tell whether 
that is his plan, but he certainly hasn’t been ac- 
ting like a lame duck governor.

Overpayment may reap refund 


An elderly Shelby County 
widow may get back some of the 
money she overpaid in ad 
valorem taxes. 

An attorney general’s opinion 
rendered last week by Ron 
Bowdon states that the woman 
may be entitled to a refund 
depending on when she paid the 
taxes. 


The assistant AG said that a 
petition must be filed within two 
years of the payment in order to 


get a refund. 

Tax assessor Bobbie Reynolds, 
who denied the woman an ex- 
pemption two years ago, had ask- 
ed the attorney general’s office if 
the woman could be granted an 
over 65 exemption for the current 
tax year, and if she could be 
refunded for two years of over- 
payment. 

The woman had been denied 
the exemption, Reynolds said, 
because her name was not on the 
property deed. 


But Reynolds said the original 
deed had recently been produced 
with the woman’s name on it. 


Exemption claims are to be 
made between October 1 and 
Jan. 1, but Bowden said that the 
tax assesor has the authority to 
credit an exemption to any per- 
son entitled to it who had 
previously made the request. 

He said the request did not 
have to be made annually.

He 
asked me, ‘Joe, what do you want to do?’ 

‘“‘That’s when I told him, ‘I want to stay here. I want to be a 
part of this organization.,.to play for the Stallions.”’

REMEMBRANCE, HURT AND 
HOPE 
An Advent Meditation 
Isaiah 63:16-64:8 


| By the end of November, my 
| wife and I had completed most of 
| our Christmas shopping. We 
| were in the stores the day after 
| Thanksgiving taking advantage 
_ of the after-Thanksgiving, pre- 
| Christmas sales. It was fun to go 
| find that special gift for parents 
| or siblings and to get into the 
| **Christmas spirit,”’ 

That is all part of this season. 
But there is another side to this 
time of year. We are tempted to 
make of each Sunday of Advent a 
‘‘little Christmas.’’ Yet as 
theologian and author Walter 
Brueggemann reminds us in his 
commentary: ‘‘Advent does not 
begin in buoyancy or celebration 
or in a shopping spree. The 

natural habitat of Advent is a 
community of hurt. It is the voice 
of those who know profound 
grief, who articulate it and do not 
| cover it over.’ 

This is the voice we hear in the 
text from Isiah. The people who 
produced that lament felt 

| alienated, separated, and for- 
saken by and from God. They 
chided God as being to blame for 
their calamity. 

These folk had a profound 
sense not only of the absence of 

God but also of their own sin. 

Herein we find that famous 
| description of human failing ‘‘all 
our righteous deeds are like a 
polluted garment.’’ They felt 
transient, rootless, and overcome 
by sin. 

Yel it is precisely because the 
hurt in this text is so real, that the 
hope which is also expressed is so 
fervent. ‘‘Hope that is seen,’’ 
said Paul, ‘‘is not hope.’’ 
(Romans 8:24) Again, as Walter 
Brueggemann said last summer at 


Hwy 25, between Vincent & Sterrett, a campus ministry conference, it 


is those who maintain the status 
quo and enjoy its benefits, who 
believe that we live in an un- 


changeable system, and those 
who are so oppressed that they 


silently acquiesce that have no | 


hope. Those who know hurt and 
grief, who long for newness and 
publicly say so, they are the ones 
who hope. 


The Isaiah passage both begins | 
and ends with the highly signifi- | 
affirmation of the | 


cant 
Fatherhood of God. We know 
who we are, even in the midst of 
turmoil, hurt and waiting, 
because we know who God is! 


And God is the one who has | 


done and will do_ incredible 
things. The post-exilic Jewish 


community reached back into its | 


collective memory to recall the 
great events of the Exodus. It was 
for that sort of intervention that 
the community 
again. ‘‘Oh that you would rend 


the heavens and come down, that | 


the mountains would quake at 
your presence,"’ they prayed. It 
was a call, as Byron Rohrig put it 
in a recent ‘‘Christian Century”’ 
article, for God to pick up the 
world by the seat of the pants and 
shake it till its teeth rattled! 

That such intervention will 
happen is exactly the promise of 
Advent. Looking at the present 
world, one would think that the 
word of Advent is silly or even a 
lie. The system of values com- 
monly followed shows no sign of 
being overturned in favor of a 
more just, peaceable or compas- 
sionate world. There is_ still 
crime, evil, war, grief, suffering, 
hurt and death. 

But into this, Advent interjects 


a gigantic little word: “YET.” | 


“Yet, O Lord, you are our 
Father...’” We can know that 


hope is real because we know the | 


work of God, a work that is 
suprising, shocking, and shatter- 
ing in its impact. Our God is a 
God who works for those who 
wait for Him. 

Therefore, wait, and watch, 
and work, resilient in the con- 
fidence that God is with us even 
in the midst of present trouble, 
and that one day His son will 
come to make the nations trem- 
ble.

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Tolbert: steps out of place 


by David F. Moore 

Do you make it habit of stepping out of place? Are you a trou- 
ble maker? 

“*Yes, I guess. I never thought of it before.’’ Sitting in his kit- 
chen. with a cup of coffee, Robert Tolbert, who turned 63 the 
day before Thanksgiving, pauses just long enough for his fast 
smile to break into its inevitable laugh. 

**Well, well now, wait a minute! Wait a minute! Let me back 
up... I’m a trouble maker. But it depends on people’s point of 
view. 

‘Okay now... Here’s a fellow beating on a fellow, and you go 
by there and pull him off. To the fellow doing the beating, 
you’re a trouble maker. To the fellow that’s being beaten, you 
are... a Godsend. 

‘*Now. Am I trouble maker? 

‘Everybody is either a hammer or an anvil. Some people just 
sit there and things just bounce against them. Other people go 
and hammer something out, beat it into shape to make 
something out of it. I feel like I’m a hammer. I’m a black ham- 


mer, but I’m a hammer.’’

ROBERT TOLBERT 
...a “black hammer’’ 


One of the first things he did when he got out of the Army was 
register to vote. Today, that might be taken for granted. In 
1945, it was not. Not if you were black, and lived in Shelby 
County, Alabama, where blacks had never before registered to 
vote. 

Tolbert, who retired form U.S. Steel in 1982 and lives on the 
hill behind Thompson Middle School, was born in Siluria and 
graduated from Shelby County Training School in 1941. A year 
later he was in the 92nd Infantry — the Army’s only black com- 
bat group — and fighting in Italy. ‘‘There were a lot of times I 
could have been gone, so I’m thankful to God,’’ he says. 

As a staff sergeant at the end of the war, Tolbert says his duty 
was to teach fellow GI’s about legal rights, such as voting, and 
Harry Truman’s presidential decree that black veterans in the 13 
Southern states were exempt from paying poll taxes. So when he 
got out of the service, Tolbert knew his rights. 

“‘They were shocked in Columbiana when I registered to 
vote,’” he says lightly. ‘‘You should have seen them staring.’’ 

No black had ever before voted in Shelby County, Tolbert 
says, so he was both apprehensive and determined when he went 
to Saginaw in 1946 to slip his ballot in the slot. As it turned out, 
the only person to try and stop him was a black janitor. 

***You can’t go in there,’ he warned me. ‘They’re voting!’ 

“*The negro, you see, had to stay in his place. If he stayed in 
his place, it was peaceful, and it was hard for him to step out of 
place. 

**At one time, me and (a white man) couldn’t have played 
checkers together. It was against the law. I could have watched, 
but if I played, they’d throw us both in jail. Rather, they’d 
throw me in jail. They’d have a serious talk with the white 
man.”’ 

But Tolbert says that when he walked in to vote that first time 
in 1946, he was met with more surprise than hatred. (He 
describes this bit of history as ‘‘incidential.’’) 

**No one said a word. They were rather friendly. 

‘*The whites in general were rather friendly. Only the 
hoodlums were not, and there were not too many of them in 
Shelby County.” _ 

The Alabaster man took a job at U.S. Steel in Fairfield that 
same year, working in the labor pool until 1959 when he was 
promoted to brick layer’s helper. At that time it was a ‘‘class 
three’’ job, he says, but all other USS ‘‘helper’’ jobs paid ‘‘class 
Pid 

Tolbert stepped out of place. 

He says he suggested to a union boss that the union enter a

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Class leads way 
to help students 


find employment 


by Bert Seaman 

The bottom line of her program, says Jean Stratton, is helping her 
students find employment. 

An instructor at the Shelby County Area Vocational Center, Strat- 
ton teaches the state’s first program in service occupations education. 

Her students come from special education classes at seven county 
high schools, and from the Center for Exceptional Children. 

‘‘Everything we do in the program is a learning experience,’’ Strat- 
ton says. ‘‘If these kids can do the work after learning entry level job 
skills, why shouldn’t employers hire them?’’ 

Stratton says that in her classes, she does whatever it takes to help 
her students live as independently as possible. 

The students have different contract services which include ironing 
and polishing silver for a jewelry store. 

If a student earns money by ironing, they figure how much to 
charge, then take the money to the office and get a receipt. This helps 
them learn how to handle money and to establish communication 
skills, Stratton explains. 

The money earned is recorded and deposited in a fund to buy cook- 
ing supplies and other items used by the class. 

When an open house was held recently, money from the fund was 
used for refreshments, 

One thing Stratton regrets is that she does not have enough time to 
make calls to find employment for her students. 

She says it would be to the advantage of employers to hire these 
students, because the companies would qualify for tax credits which 
would make them eligible to get one third of the student’s salary back 
at the end of the year. 

At the present time, three of Stratton’s students are employed at 
fast food restaurants. Another works at the workshop for the han- 
dicapped in Alabaster. 

One of her biggest success stories, she says, is a girl who was very 
withdrawn when she started the program. But with the help of the 
class, Stratton says that the girl has become an active part of the pro- 
gram and that she has also branched out on her own. 

On the weekends, Stratton says that the student earns $50 doing 
ironing. 

When students first enter the program at SCVCA, they study in at 
least six core areas: job readiness, food service industry, retail work, 
child care, custodian, domestic skills, and maintenance. 

During their second year, students review these areas and are then 
placed on jobs whenever possible. 

5 Another work experience Stratton says she hopes to obtain 
rotating lunchroom work for the students at their respective schools. 

‘‘I’m trying to help the students get parttime jobs now,’’ Stratton 
says, but notes that her goal is to prepare them for permanent employ- 
ment so they won’t sit at home after they leave school. 

In order to do that, she would like to combine her efforts with those 
of the state rehabilitation program, the state employment service, 
vocational education, special education and the Alabaster Workshop 
program, 

State Superintendent of Education Wayne Teague is thinking along 
the same lines. At a recent news conference he said that the vocational 
education division, the special education division, and the rehabilitat- 
tion and crippled children services division will work together. 

The purpose of their combined efforts, Teague says, will be to iden- 
tify the needs of handicapped children and to prepare them for pro- 


ductive jobs after graduation.

Formercounty chief 


becomes ‘hero’

Former Shelby County fire 
chief Doug Sprouse doesn’t think 
of himself as a hero. But a 


number of people would 
disagree. 
Sprouse and a fellow 


firefighter risked their lives this 
summer as they worked at the 
scene of a spectacular wreck on a 
bridge connecting Maryland and 
Virginia. 

Responding to all the media at- 
tention he received following the 
accident, Sprouse said that he 
didn’t like being called a hero. 

‘I’m a firefighter,’’ Sprouse 
said, ‘‘and I just did my job — 
that’s all.’’ 

A former chief at the fire 
departments in Riverchase (until 
it was annexed by Hoover) and 
Helena, Sprouse is now a civilian 
firefighter for the Naval Surface 
Weapons Center in White Oak, 
MD. 


North Shelby District Fire 
Chief Winston Boutwell, who 
knew Sprouse, said that he was a 
good man. Boutwell said he was 
not surprised by Sprouse’s ac- 
tions. 

“If Doug was there when 
anything happened, he’d do 
everything he could,’’ Boutwell 
said. 

Sprouse was fire chief at River- 
chase in 1978 —79, then served as 
chief in Helena from 1980-82. 

A native of Maryland, Sprouse 
left Helena in March of 1982 to 
go back to his native state so that 
he could be near his family.

Helena fire chief Garry 
Penhale said that Sprouse 
brought that fire department a 
long way before he left. 

Besides working diligently to 
get his own men trained, Penhale 
said that Sprouse also worked ac- 
tively to improve the fire service 
in the county and state. 

At the time of the bridge acci- 
dent, Sprouse and _ Inspector 
Robert D. Hobbs were delivering 
a brush truck from their station 
at White Oak, to another station. 

A crash occurred on the Cabin 
John Bridge into Virginia, leaving 
the cab of a burning truck dangl- 
ing over the bridge rail. A car was 
pinned between the truck and the 
bridge railing. 

Sprouse radioed for help and 
he and Hobbs pumped the 500 
gallons of water from their truck 
through one of the units that 
responded in an effort to put out 
the fire. 

When the truck exploded, they 
helped the badly burned driver 
away from the wreck. He died the 
next day, and the body of his 
father — who was a passenger in 
the truck: — was later found in 
the river. 

Although burned, the driver of 
the car survived the crash. 

The head of the security 
management branch for the 
Naval Surface Weapons Center, 
cited Sprouse and Hobbs for 
bravery, saying that they had 
conducted themselves in an ex- 
emplary fashion under conditions 
that were a severe risk to their 
lives.

suit against the steel company AND itself, for discriminatory 
pay scales. Although his name was not entered on the suit, the 
action was filed and, eventaully, settlement was reached. 

A judge ruled in 1965 that blacks should have the right to take 
craftsmen tests for brick layers, mill wrights and similar posi- 
tions, Tolbert took the step, took the test, and became the first 
black brick layer at USS in Fairfield, 

‘*l had always helped my kids with their lessons,’’ he says. ‘‘I 
had an edge. I passed the test.’’ 

During this same period Tolbert owned a ‘‘cafe’’ which so- 
meone operated for him on the Old Montgomery Highway in 
Alabaster. One Saturday night the excitement got a little too 
rough, and the city council had the door padlocked. 

““*You can’t do that! You’re no judge!”’ I told the council. In 
good faith, I think they simply didn’t know the laws,”’ he says. 

Although he says he did not reopen the place, he took the op- 
portunity to step out of line by throwing the lock in a nearby 
lake. 

Tolbert says 1969 is memorable to him for the founding of 
the Alabaster Suburban League, and for the ‘‘Poor People’s 
March”’ through Alabaster. 

The march drew some 200-300 people, recalls Tolbert who 
helped lead the way. He says it resulted in at least some area jobs 
for poor people. 

The Suburban League also met with some success, but not as 
much as Tolbert, who founded it, admits that he would liked to 
have seen. 

The purpose of the league, he says, was to provide a forum for 
speakers and politicians, to provide a place for gatherings where 
all members were on an equal level, and to help provide educa- 
tional and recreational facilities for youth. 

The Rev. Jimmy and Eloise Underwood, Hatti Stewert, 
Tolbert and his brother, Henry, Jr. worked together to build the 
league’s meeting house. 

Tolbert says the building’s ‘‘library’’ contained encyclopedias’ 
(which he bought) and other books for students to use in their. 
studies. But the library didn’t pan out in the long run, and 
Tolbert says that the topic of student studies bothers him. 

*‘Students who will not get their lessons, will not get their: 
lessons if you provide another way. They suffer from apathy, 
and, in general, will not get their lessons unless they are 
motivated,’’ says Tolbert who in 1959 was vice-chairman of the 
Shelby County PTA Council. 


Despite the facility, he says the league lacked a way to 
motivate students. So, he guesses, in a sense, the unmotivated 
student is remaining in his place as opposed to stepping out of 
line. 

The Suburban League, although not as visible as it has been in 
the past, will never die, he says. 

‘Im not a radical in the sense of the word. It’s a point of 
view,’’ says Tolbert, a member of Liberty Baptist Church and 
the Alabaster Beautification Board. ‘‘I’ve always been interested 
in good government and the betterment of the common man. 

**Somebody, sooner or later, has to speak up on issues that af- 
fect people’s lives. Otherwise, we would become as heathens... 
not just this place, but any place. 

‘*But you can’t speak up without paying a price. I've only 
paid a small price. But I guess it’s gotten some small results. 
They’re there, I can see them.”’ 

How does Robert Tolbert think people view him, this man 
who has a habit of stepping out of place from time to time? 

**1 don’t think the black community considers me a trouble 
maker. I don’t think that the white community thinks I’m a 
trouble maker. I think that they think that I’m aware of what’s 
going on.”’ 

And what does Robert Tolbert think about Robert Tolbert? 

“*Frankly speaking, I am happier than I have ever been in my 
life, because I have the love of my children and the respect of my 
children and the respect of all those that I care for.”’ 

Tolbert’s three marriages have resulted in ten offspring: 

Anneta Wallace who lives in Michigan, Sonya King of 
Pelham, Sandra Lee Wynn of Montevallo, June Carita 
Trenholm who lives in Alabaster and works with her Birm- 
ingham sister Gayle Tolbert at Shelby Medical Center, Sherre 
Tolbert of Pelham, Paula Tolbert who’s stationed with the Air 
Force in Denver, Barbara Tolbert with the Navy in Cuba, Kim 
Ona Tolbert who plays in the Thompson High School band, and 
Robin Opal Tolbert who also attends THS. 

**We’re all the best of friends,’’ Tolbert beams. 

“It’s not so much the things that I do as it is the things that I 
think, the things that I feel. I guess that’s what important. 

‘*Everything material that a man has, he’ll leave here when he 
goes. If he has integrity, maybe he’ll pass it on to someone else. 
Maybe they’ll see it and it will live on. 

“‘There’s goodness in everybody, but it needs nurturing,”’ 
Tolbert says. ‘‘They need to be aware of the goodness in them, 
otherwise they become weak.’’ 

And, Robert Tolbert would add with a laugh, from time to 
time, a person just may need to step out of place.

Jim Braden, district engineer for the state highway department, says 
that $650,000 has been made available from the state highway depart- 
ment to improve State 119 North. 

The announcement of the funding was made at Monday’s county 
commission meeting by Sen. Frank ‘‘Butch’’ Ellis. 

At an October meeting of concerned Cahaba Valley residents ar- 
ranged by spokesperson Sandy Lester with the help of Rep. John Tan- 
ner, Tanner and Ellis promised to do what they could to get the road 
improved. 


Commissioner John Ames, was also present at that meeting, said 
that the group had been told then there would not be any funds 
available for the next three years. 

Ames credited the lobbying efforts of the county’s legislative 
delegation — Ellis, Tanner and Rep. Sonny Moore — for the funds 
coming through. 

Presently, state highway department engineers are obtaining detail- 
ed information on what needs to be done along the road. 

Braden said he expects the work to begin around March. Since a 
detailed estimate of the work is not available yet, he’said he does not

For ‘crackerbox’ lunchroom 


by Bert Seaman 

With a crackerbox lunchroom 
and 400 students to feed, Helena 
Elementary School faces a dif- 
ficult situation daily. 

But the money to solve that 
problem and to provide for the 
needs on other school campuses 
came with the passage of the 
three mill school tax. 

Now taxpayers will save 
$225,000 on the Helena project 
thanks to the efforts of Mayor 
Sonny Penhale and others. 

After keeping in contact with 
the governor’s office for the past 
two years to check on the 
availability of funds, Penhale 
was notified last month that 
money was available. 

The mayor, who is a school 
trustee, along with PTO presi- 
dent Susan Bagley and board of 
education member Joe Coggins 
traveled to Montgomery Nov. 7 
to finalize the $225,000 transac- 
tion. 

Coggins said that"the money 
has been put in the board’s 
capital outlay budget. 


The Helena project, which will 
cost an estimated $1 million, will 
consist of a multi-purpose 
building housing the lunchroom, 
an indoor play area and 
classrooms. 

If everything goes according to 
schedule, Coggins said that con- 
struction will begin around May 
or June. 

The Montgomery architectural 
firm of Chambless-Killingsworth 
was awarded the contract to draw 
up plans for the new structure. 


Because of its size, the present 


Helena school lunchroom 
presents problems of feeding a 
growing student population 


which now stands at 404. 


Only 60-70 students can be fed 
at one time now, which extends 
the lunch period from 10:30 a.m. 
to 1 p.m. 


When the new construction is 
completed, the present lun- 
chroom will be converted into a 
teachers’ lounge and restrooms, a 
storage area for textbooks and 
possibly a special education 
classroom. 


Coggins also mentioned Sen. 
Frank C. ‘‘Butch’’ Ellis as 
another person who assisted the 
school in securing the funding. 

Although Helena was the reci- 
pient of funding on this occasion, 
Superintendent of Education 
Ellie Glasscox hastened to say the 
board continuously works 
through the governor’s office to 
get funding for campuses 
throughout the county. 

And Glasscox said that the 
county’s legislators - Ellis, John 
Tanner and Sonny Moore - have 
worked hard on trying to get 
funding for proiects throughout 
the school system. 

Those efforts paid off for 
another county school earlier this 
year, 

An appropriation of $35,000 
was given to Shelby County High 
School to air condition the 
auditorium.

They live on a little hill in the middle of a 
pine thicket where dark comes early. The pines 
shut out the light, with just a ray filtering 
through now and then, a little twinkling ray 


that pushes its way through and runs off out of 


sight toward the river. 

If things had worked out we would have got 
there early. But they didn’t. There was this lady 
that no one seemed to know and we must have 
gone twenty miles looking for her. We found 
her house at four o'clock. It was at least three 
miles to this other house. But we got there, a lit- 
tle before dark, and several hours before Santa 
was due, 

There were five little folks in the front yard, 
all the way from about two to around ten, 
maybe. Little bright-eyed folks who must have 
been looking for us. They came running when 
we drove up. For two guys helping Santa Claus, 
it was a pretty sight. 

But a fellow sees a lot of pretty things in a 
year. Things that make him glad he’s living, a 
sort of happy feeling that sort 0’ wriggles 
around inside of him and settles down in a 
pleasing sort of way. 

Like snowflakes falling on a quiet hill and 
everything so still a fellow can hear his own self 
breathing. A sunset at the close of a day, when 
something had been done that needed to be 
done and you were the one who did it. The light 
in a shut-in’s eyes, a little brighter than the light 
in the room, because you remembered. A violet 
patch with a touch of winter still in the air, on 
the side of a bank where yesterday’s icicles 
hung. Sunrise on a still lake and a little ripple 
down the bank where bluegills play. A little 
wind pushing its way through a sage patch and 
a little more movement further on where Dan

was making birds. A long walk through the 
woods with squirrels playing and bluebirds in a 
sumac bush and a stillness about that is better 
than a hundred pills. 

One little boy, about eight, came up to the 
truck. He looked at the truck and back at his 
mother. The toys were loose in a cardboard box 
and he could see them. He took another peek 
and backed away and stood there holding on to 
his mother’s skirt. 

“We almost didn’t get here,’’ I said. 

She was just standing there with the twilight 
in her eyes and looking far off as if, somewhere 
out there, things had suddenly turned beautiful. 
There was no doubt in her eyes now, no anxie- 
ty, no nothing. Unless you counted a still and 
peaceful glow that had slipped in, and that you 
could see if you looked close enough. 

‘For a little while when it was so late,’’ she 
said, ‘‘I was afraid that maybe you wouldn’t 
find the way.”’ 

The glow was still in her eyes. Maybe it was 
the prettiest sight I had seen all year.

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New courthouse no obligation

The Shelby County Commission continues to investigate the 
possibility of a new courthouse facility, but is no longer under 
legal obligation to do so. 

The commissioners were told Monday that a federal suit filed 
recently by a Calera woman has been dismissed from federal 
court, 

Mrs. L.H. Hill, who said she is handicapped, filed suit against 
the county in late October because the courtrooms were not ac- 
cessible to her. The 68-year old woman cited lung problems as 
the reason she could not reach the second story court rooms. 

Last Friday, federal judge Acker dismissed the case with pre- 
judice from his courtroom, 

Despite hearing that ‘‘good news’’ from county attorney 
Frank ‘Butch’ Ellis, the commission indicated a willingness to 
persue plans for a new courthouse. 

Commissioner John Ames reported results from a meeting 
held with Probate Judge Tommy Snowden, Circuit Court Judge 
Kenneth Ingram, and local attorney Jim Pino. In the meeting, 
the four began the process of trimming the proposed courthouse 
facility - with its $6-$7 million price tag - to a scale that the coun- 
ty can use and afford, 

The initial proposal from the architectural firm of Dampier- 
Harris came at the same time plans for the county jail were ac- 
cepted. Those plans called for a three-story structure capable of 


housing all county offices. ¥ 


In his report to the commission, Ames indicated that the cur- 
rent plans now call for a new two-story’ structure that would 
house all of the judicial offices in the county. The current cour- 
thouse would then be renovated to house all of the ad- 
ministrative offices in the county. 

‘*f think the new estimate of cost will be substantially lower,"’ 
Ames said. ‘We have trimmed a lot of the asthetic frills to get a 
building that is very functional.” 

‘We trimmed it to pieces,"’ Snowden said of the original plan, 
indicating that the cost of the project would also be cut substan- 
tially. 

‘it will probably be about half of that ($6 million figure),”” he 
said, *‘l would hope so at least. It will be a lot less no matter 
what.’’ 

Snowden also indicated that federal funds might be available 
io help with the renovation of the old courthouse. 

Ames indicated that a more substantial report and reccomen- 
dation could be ready for the commission as early as the January 
14 meeting. 

Snowden indicated the possibility of construction as early as 
the summer of 1985. 

Proposed sites for the new judicial office building include the 
corner of the property that currently holds the county jail and 
the current site of the county food stamp offices.

back of my head,’’ she laughs. 

**T used to tell them it wasn’t eyes in the back of my head, it 
was Dick Tracy glasses.”* 

Holcombe never believed in paddling. Instead, she made 
misbehaving students clean the breezeway or sweep the length of 
the hall. 

*‘When you paddle a child he forgets about it as soon as 
you're done. But let him pick up every speck of paper from the 
breezeway, then he’s got time to think about what he’s done.”’ 

Holcombe knows a lot about children and believes in educa- 
tion, She still takes college classes to continue her education. 

She once took classes in a special program at the University of 
Montevallo at the same time two of her childern and three of her 
grandchildren were in school there 

“Tl hope I’ve built up pleasant memories for my grand- 
children,”’ she says. *‘When you get to be my age you need lots 
of pleasant memories," 

Some of those memories come from the Christmas cookie pat 
ties she used to give her grandchildren 

“I'd make up the dough and get out all the decorating things 
and let the kids make their own cookies,”’ she smiles. 

Christmas has always been a special occasion at the Holcombe 
house, 

“My husband loved company of any kind, but especially the 
family at Christmas.” 

Since her husband died nine vears ago. she hasn't decorated 
her own home, except with a smail ceramic tree. 

Instead, she put her energies into helping decorate Liberty 
Baptist Church in Chelsea, where she has been a member for 
over SO years. She helped several of the women ot the church tat 
and crochet special white ornaments - all symbols from the Bi- 
ble. 

This year saw some changes in Holeombe's usual holiday ac- 
tivities. For the first time since her husband died, she brought 
the Christmas spirit into her home full force. 

Last week she hosted Holiday House in her home, and that 
project has caused her to be busier than ever. 

She was inspired to tackle the job by a similar project which 
she saw in Thorsby last year. As an officer in the Hixie Anna 
No. 490 Order of the Eastern Star, Holcombe saw an opportuni- 
ty to raise funds for that group's Heart and Cancer Fund. 
Holcombe feels very strongly about research for heart disease 
and cancer. 

‘‘We must do something to cure or prevent these diseases,”’ 
she says. 

Holcombe worked for months on Holiday House, making 
decorations and preparing her home for the public — a project 
she says she couldn't have done alone 

“Mr. and Mrs, Clarence Belew and Mrs. Ruby Moore (all 
from Harpersville) were just more than helpful!” 

Between working on Holiday House and tending her garden 
and fruit trees, Holcombe hasn‘t done any teaching this year. 

Now that the project is complete and Christmas is just ahead, 
Holcombe says she hopes her life will settle into its normal 
routine. She said she looks forward to substitute teaching again.

On the bright side of things, Moore said that 
unlike many county hospitals, SMC’s balance 
sheet was in good shape, showing a 2.93:1 ratio of 
current assets to liabilities. 

The SMC board has $16 million in equity of a 
total in assets of about $31 million, he said. 


On the bad side of things, the audit showed that 
while the hospital was $1.2 million in the black for 
this year, that figure is down from $1.6 million in 
1983. 

Moore said two things kept SMC in the black 
this year: the board’s investments and the approx- 
imate $1.2 million it received in tax revenue 

For 1984, the audit showed a $400,000 loss in 
revenues to expenses. Compared to 1983's 
$592,000 excess in revenues to expenses, Moore 
said that represents nearly a $1 million swing to

The Department of Pensions 
and Security had summoned Nor- 
ris and her family to appear in a 
Shelby County court on Dec. 17, 
to determine if the children 
should be placed in better living 
conditions elsewhere. The case 
was continued to Jan. 8. 

Norris said there was hope now 
that the children would be placed 
temporarily with other family 
members in the county. 

‘‘! realize now that the best 
thing for them would be for me 
to improve myslef,’’ she said, 
taking a break from what she ad- 
mitted was a long overdue house 
cleaning. 

Her only source of income is 
the $150 monthly child support 
check she gets for Spanky - $125 
of which pays their rent.

Norris, who has been married 
twice, said a job would enable her 
to better care for the children, 
but said she has no transporta- 
tion and little work experience 
other than a server at a steam 
table, babysitter and church 
nursery helper.

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Four fires in two weeks 


Helena has outbreak of fires 


Four unrelated fires in Helena 
recently destroyed two mobile 
homes and a utility company van. 
However, an industrial fire only 
caused minimal damage. 

Commenting on the fires com- 
ing so close together, Hclena Fire 
Chief Garry Penhale said, ‘‘We 
generally don’t have any more 
than one fire a year.”’ 

The first fire occurred Dec. 11 
at the mobile home on County 17 
Occupied by Terry and Teresa 
Pennington. 

Penhale said the couple were in 
their garage in back of the house 
when they noticed the fire around 
2 p.m. 

By the time it was spotted, 
Penhale said it had already burn- 
ed through the wall. 

Helena was assisted by 
Alabaster and Pelham in ex- 
tinguishing the blaze, Penhale 
said. But with the headstart the 
fire had before firemen arrived, 
the Helena chief said the home 
was a total loss. 

Penhale said he believed the 
cause of the fire was electrical.

After the tire was out, but 
before Helena firemen could put 
hoses back on trucks, Penhale 
said another fire call came on 
Gobbler’s Knob behind Dearing 
Downs. 

A South Central Bell van had 
caught on fire where it was park- 
ed near the water tower, Penhale 
said. 

Pelham took the call in the 
hard-to-reach area, using a 
4-wheel drive brush truck to 
negotiate the terrain. 

Before it was brought under 
control, the fire consumed the 
truck and and also burned three 
acres of brush. 

Since the vehicle was parked in 
an area thick with kudzu, 
Penhale said its catalytic con- 
verter device had probably 
caught the dry leaves on fire. 

Then, just when Penhale was 
thinking he had had more than 
his quota of fires for the year, 
another blaze broke out around 
noon the following day at Acton 
Moulding on County 17. 


Before fire trucks arrived 


though, Penhale said that the 
plant’s sprinkler system had put 
out the fire caused by a heater in 
the plant’s paint room. 

If it hadn’t been for the 
sprinkler system, Penhale said 
major fire damage could have oc- 
curred. 

A second mobile home - this 
one in Jenkins Trailer Park on 
Roy Drive - also was a casualty of 
the recent rash of fires. It burned 
around midnight, Dec. 5, but the 
occupants, David and Donna 
Rainey, escaped unharmed. 

A candle apparently was the 
cause of that fire. Penhale said 
the family had just moved in, so 
electricity and other utilities had 
not yet been hooked up. 

One thing that has Penhale 
puzzled in regard to the mobile 
home fire on County 17, is the 
rumors he’s heard that Helena 
firemen did not respond and that 
they could not pump water. 

Neither is true he said, and he 
»would like to know who started 
the rumors and their reason for 
doing so.

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UM graduates 125seniors 


People’s lives are shaped by 
what they believe, and what they 
are committed to. Therefore, 
people must build a ‘‘strong 
foundation upon which to con- 
front challenges and enjoy life,’’ 
Birmingham Mayor Richard Arr- 
ington Jr. said at the University 
of Montevallo’s December Com- 
mencement. 

Middle class America faces a 
special challenge, ‘‘a call of cons- 
cience,’’ Arrington told the 125 
graduates on Dec. 10. “‘It is a 
challenge to be as bold in matters 
of justice and human compassion 


as we are in the exploration of 
space or the development of 
military might. It is the challenge 
to walk a mile in our brother’s 
shoes.”’ 


Birmingham's first black 
mayor urged the graduates not to 
forget where we’ve come from as 
a nation, nor the price that was 
paid “‘to bring us to a better 
day.”’ 

Americans must be vigilant ‘‘in 
the defense of individual freedom 
and the search for justice,’’ Arr- 
ington said, or risk ‘*going back 


to where we came from.’’ 

New college graduates take on 
new and oftentimes bigger 
challenges, he said. ‘‘And so it is 
throughout life. We complete a 
task or achieve a goal, only to 
move on to new tasks and to pur- 
sue other goals. 

*“*At Montevallo, and in our 
day to day experiences, we must 
strive to equip ourselves for new 
challenges — knowing that every 
ending is but a new beginning,”’ 
he said. 

UM Pesident Jim Vickery 
presented Arrington with the 
Pesident’s Award for 
Distinguished Public Service. The 
award notes Arrington’s 
“committment to professional 
and public service,’’ particularly 
‘his years of dedicated service to 
higher education.”’

For the record 
No Bowl game for Tide 


One of the biggest stories in the 1984 football season was the 
failure of the University of Alabama to secure a bowl bid, thus 
ending the longest streak in college football history. 

Birmingham’s Hall of Fame Bow! would have been happy to 
solve that problem until the Tide lost to LSU, insuring their first 
losing season in years. 

‘“We would love to have Alabama or Auburn in the Hall of 
Fame any year,’’ said scouting committee co-chairman Charles 
Martin. The Tide was on the HOF scouting and wish list for 
most of the season, but Alabama’s losing mark, insured by the 
LSU win, ended consideration of the Tide. 

‘‘The NCAA pretty well spells it out,’’ Martin said. ‘‘They 
call the bowls a reward for a winning season. I guess the word 
winning is subject to interpretation. If somebody like Nor- 
thwestern won four games it might be different.” 

Martin added that the NCAA would not sanction a bowl that 
did not adhere to its selection policy. 


HOF sell-out? 


If the Hall of Fame Bowl were any of six other established 
bowls, it would already be a sell-out. More than 40,000 tickets 
have been sold locally. In addition, Kentucky and Wisconsin 
have combined for an additonal 18,500 in ticket sales. 

Due to the large capacity of Legion Field, many bowls with 
the combined $8,000 tickets sold would have been sell-outs for 
months. 


TV contract for HOF 


The Hall of Fame Bowls’ current television contract is in its 
first year of a three-year deal, with payoffs to the HOF (and 
subsequently the teams involved) increasing each year. 

The current pact follows a very successful match last season 
that was to have been the first of a two year deal. 

‘‘TBS tore up the old contract following last year’s game,” 
said HOF board member Charles Martin. ‘‘We put together a 
new three year deal that we are very pleased with.’’ 


HOF pay-off ranks ninth 


Speaking of payoffs, Birmingham’s HOF ranks ninth among 
the nation’s eighteen bowls in estimated payoff per team, all 
payoffs based on a sold out stadium. 

The Rose Bowl leads the money race, paying approximately 
$5,6000,000 per team. 

The Sugar Bowl is second, paying $2,100,000 per team, with 
the Cotton, Orange, and Fiesta third, fourth, and fifth. 

The HOF payoff is $650,000 per team.

HOF has county flair 
with Martin, Thompson

When the Wisconsin Badgers 
and the Kentucky Wildcats tee up 
the football for the 7 p.m. 
kickoff of Saturday’s Hall of 
Fame Bowl, at least one Shelby 
Countian at Legion Field will 
breathe a big sigh of relief. 

Pelham banker Charles Martin 
will have most of his work finish- 
ed when the teams begin to play - 
work that began last spring and 
culminates in the eighth edition 
of the Hall of Fame Bow! in Bir- 
mingham. 

“I’ve been with the Hall of 
Fame Bowl since day one,’’ Mar- 
tin said. Currently the vice presi- 
dent of the bow! foundation, a 
member of its board of directors 
and executive committee and the 
chairman of the team scouting 
committee, Martin was one of 50 
men on the original board of 
directors for Alabama’s only 
NCAA sanctioned bowl game. 

In addition, Martin is the 1984 
chairman of the Hall of Fame 
“Game Week’’, with major 
responsibilities including the pre- 
game and halftime productions. 

Martin is not the only Shelby 
Countian who plays a major role 
in the annual bowl game. Hall 
Thompson is the chairman of the 
team selection committee for the 
HOF. Dr. Harvey Coker, a coun- 
ty resident whose practice is on 
Southside, is a member of the 
board and the scouting commit- 
tee. 

The three were instrumental in 
bringing what HOF officials are 
calling ‘‘a tremendous match- 
up”’ for area fans. Both Wiscon- 
sin and Kentucky bring won-lost 
records second only to eligible 
conference champions in their 
respective leagues - the Big 10 and 
the SEC. 

This year’s combatants in the 
Hall of Fame rank eighth among 
all national bowls in combined 
won/loss record. Among those 
with better percentages, four are 


traditional giants - New Year’s 
Day bowl games with large 
payoffs. 


Martin feels very strongly that 
a major purpose of the Hall of 
Fame bowl is the ‘‘selling’’ of the 
South - Alabama and the Birm- 
ingham area in particular. 

“It’s estimated that 24 percent 
of the nation’s TV sets are 
located in the Big 10 con- 
ference,’’ he said. ‘‘What better 
way to showcase the state of 
Alabama.’’ 

“‘We sell southern hospitality 
when we sell this bowl,’ Martin 
said, adding that 10 team among 
the 16 having attended previous 
HOF games had left without en- 
joying themselves. 

Martin noted that Wisconsin 
had five other bowl choices and 
Kentucky three others, but both 
opted for the HOF. Kentucky’s 
decision was even more impor- 
tant, as it marks a return trip for 
the Wildcats. 


Martin feels just as strongly 
that the Hall of Fame game, and 
the people it brings to the area, 
benefits Shelby County directly. 

**As much as we don’t like to 
think of it, the economy of our 
suburban county is tied to Birm- 
ingham,”’ he said. ‘‘We can help 
project the future of the county 
then make it happen. We do that 
by rubbing elbows with the cor- 
porate leaders of Birmingham,”’ 


Martin’s First American Bank 
is one of the corporate sponsors 
of the HOF game. He views that 
involvement as an integral part of 
a committment to Shelby County 
that began in 1980 when he came 
to First American. 

‘‘My associates and I under- 
wrote a $1 million investment in 
Shelby County when we came 
here,”’ he said. ‘‘I love the people 
of Shelby County. I moved here 


to play a bigger role in the coun- 
ty’s growth. As business leaders 
we have a responsibility to fur- 
nish direction for the future of 
this area.’’ 

One of the more enjoyable 
parts of that direction is the in- 
volvement Martin and his wife 
Pat have with the Hall of Fame 
game. Enjoyable, that is, after 
the game is over and the hours of 
work are done. 


Academy Raiders continue to pile up the county’s 
percentages, as basketball in Shelby County heads 
toward a holiday break. 

Thomas Johnson’s Warriors took their ninth 
win of the young season last week, an 85-60 win 
over area foe McAdory. That ninth win, coupled 
with only one loss, gives the Warriors the top win- 
ning percentage in the county at 90 percent. 

Gary Griffith’s Eagles took their eighth win of 
the season in an 82-48 decision over area foe St. 
Clair County. An 89 percent win mark is the result 
of the Eagles 8-1 mark, 

Dewayne Kervin’s Shelby Academy Raiders 
took their seventh win of the season last week in 
a43-39 decision with Bessemer. The Raiders also 
have only one loss, giving them an 88 percent win 
total as they begin to close out the 1984 portion of 
the season. 


Chris Thomas, Tony Hale, and Richard Kidd 
led the Thompson win over McAdory - a game in 
which everybody saw extensive playing time. 
Thomas posted top totals in scoring and reboun- 
ding with 17 points and 13 rebs on the night. 

Hale added 14 points and Kidd netted 13 in the 
game. 


Twenty-one points and seven rebounds from 
Greg Haynes led Calera to their win over St. Clair 
County. Byron White added 10 points and 12 re- 
bounds in the game. Willie Taylor chipped in 10 
points and nine rebounds. 


The Raiders faced Bessemer without the hy'p of 


fort from Allen Latimer, Gordon Dawson, Brett 
Arnold, and Mike Upton to take up the slack and 
move the Raiders toward a win. 

Robert Thomas took up the scoring slack, 
posting a game high 18 points. 


The Vincent Yellowjackets and the Chelsea 
Hornets squared off in one of the few intra-county 
matches during the early part of last week, with 
Richard Crumpton’s Jackets finishing on top of a 
52-40 score. 

““We were both real cold,’’ Chelsea coach Mike 
Sims said of the low score. 

Vincent was again led by Bruce Hamilton’s 15 
points and 13 from Tony Hamilton. 

Chelsea had three players to finish with a 12 
point total, Steve Shelton, Stephen Gutherie, and 
Keith Welch. Welch and Shelton shared top re- 
bounding honors with David Lehner. 


The Shelby County Wildcats took their first 
area win of the young season with a 57-53 decison 
over Jemison. 

‘Jemison played us tough,’’ said SCHS coach 
Randy Terry. ‘‘They had a good crowd to support 
them, but we played pretty well anyway.”’ 

David Wood led the Wildcats in scoring and re- 
bounding, posting 23 points. O’Neal Williams ad- 
ded 13 to the SCHS total.

The hunting season is in full 
swing now and bird hunters all 
over Alabama are after the bob- 
white quail — the ‘‘ideal 
American game bird.’’ 

The bobwhite has earned this 
reputation because coveys will 
hold for a pointing dog, and, 
when flushed, the dispersing 
birds fly only a short distance, 
providing the hunter opportunity 
to hunt ‘‘singles.’’ 

The Alabama Department of 
Conservation and Natural 
Resources classifies the state’s 
quail population as ‘‘fair’’ to 
**g00d’’ statewide. A reduction 
in habitat has caused a decline in 
the quail population recently, 
however the bobwhite is. still 
plentifully throughout the state. 

Just about anyone can find a 
place to hunt quail, either on 
private land, on one of the 
several quail hunting preserves, 
or on a State-operated wildlife 
management area. The best hun- 
ting probably is still on private 
land holdings.

Services 
can vary from simply paying a fee 
to hunt on the property, to guide 
service, dog rentals, meals, lodg- 
ing, and more. These preserves 
offer excellent hunting for those 
who can afford the price.

Most 
of the areas offer quail hunting. 
The quality ranges from fair to 
very good, depending of the 
forest management activities on 
the area. Many of the areas could 
withstand more quail hunting 


pressure.

2 Kings 6:24-7:20

In our text, Benhadad the King 
of Syria had surrounded the city 
of Samaria and would not allow 
anyone to enter not anyone to 
leave the city. The end result was 
famine in the city. Two women 
because of the severity of the 
situation bargained to eat their 
babies on successive days to stay 
alive. One of the women refused 
to comply and hid her baby. The 
other appealed to the King to 
make the woman keep her com- 
mittment. The King was in- 
furiated by the woman’s request 
and because of what she had 
done. He put on sack cloth and 
ashes to publicize his humilia- 
tion. 

Outside the city between the 
Syrian army and the city gates 
were four lepers. Because of their 
disease they were not permitted 
into the city. They were suffering 
because of the seige. They began 
to think about what they could 
do to survive. The said, ‘‘Why sit 
we here till we die?’’ They con- 
cluded that there was no use go- 
ing into the city because there was 
no food there. They decided to 
appeal to the Syrians for help. If 
they killed them, they would die 
anyway; if they helped them they 
would live. When they arrived at 
the Syrian camp they found it 
abandoned. The army had fled 
during the night leaving all their 
belongings. The lepers helped 
themselves to the loot and in the 
midst of their endeavor they stop- 
ped and said, ‘‘We do not well.”’ 
They decided that they must 
share their find with the people of 
Samaria. They took the news to 
the city but the King thought it 
was a trap to get them out of the 
city and capture them. 

Prior to this experience the 
prophet Elisha had been meeting 
with the Elders of the city when 
the King with one of his 
messengers came to charge him 
with the problem the city was fac- 
ing. He had even boasted that he 
would have the prophet killed.

Elders and the King that within 
twenty-four hours there would be 
so much food available that it 
would be sold at a price everyone 
could afford in the gate of the ci- 
ty. He also said that the King 
would see it but would not be 
able to participate in it. 

The King upon the persuasion 
of the people sent wagons to br- 
ing back the food. Sure enough it 
was exactly like the lepers had 
said, They brought the food back 
and the people came running to 
the gates. They trampled the King 
and his messengers to death. The 
words of the prophet had come 
true just like he said. 

My concern is, what lesson can 
we learn from this experience? 
What does it way to our genera- 
tion? | think there are three 
lessons we can learn from it. 

The first is, we do not well 
when we sacrifice our children to 
satisfy ourselves. Our children 
are our heritage and are not to be 
used to satisfy ourselves. We 
have a responsibility under God 
to help our children find God, 

The second is, we do not well 
when we surrender to survive. 
These lepers in a time of war sur- 
rendered to the enemy to survive. 
This was treason. We must not 
believe that survival is the most 
important thing in lie. We must 
not sacrifice our moral principles 
and our faith to survive. In 
Revelation seven we have a scene 
in heaven of martyrs clothed in 
white robes under the altar. 
These did not survive but they did 
receive the reward of heaven. 
Survival is not primary but faith 
is. 

The third is, we do not do well 
when we satisfy ourselves before 
we consider the needs of others. 
Life was not given to be lived in 
isolation. Jesus taught us to visit 
the sick, feed the hungry, clothe 
the naked and give a cup of cold 
water in His name. To put self 
first is not the christian way of 
life. We who have received the 
gospel of Jesus Christ have good 
news to share with those who 
need it. This is what the christmas 
message is, ‘“‘A savior is born 
who is Christ the Lord.”’

Johnson: the hands of a pro

Jay Johnson’s life hung literally on the draw of a straw. 

Had he drawn the short straw that fateful day in Thailand 
while serving with an Air Force bomb demolition squad, he 
wouldn't be training horses in Wilsonville/Four Mile area to- 
day. 

But Johnson drew a long straw, meaning he would stay back 
this time while another member of the squad defused the nearby 
bomb. A buddy drew the fatal straw. The explosive went off 
while he tried to defuse it. 

Johnson was wounded by flying shrapnel, but his buddy was 
killed. Thereafter, Johnson found his hands too unsteady for 
bomb defusion. 

After the Air Force, he went back to his first love — horses, 
and the career took him many places before he came to Wilson- 
ville two months ago. 

A city boy from Dayton, Ohio, the 28-year old trainer first got 
acquainted with horses through the 4-H club. That’s one of the 
reasons he was happy to give a clinic recently for members of 
Shelby County’s 4-H Horse Club. 

The clinic was held on Al Arnett’s Double A Farm on County 
48 where Johnson now trains. 

At the time he met Johnson, Arnett wasn’t looking for a 
trainer. He says a couple of bad experiences led him to think that 
he didn’t want to fool with one any more. 

And Johnson had a bad taste in his mouth after some ex- 
periences with horse farms owners, so he was being cautious 
about who he hired on with. 

However, after Arnett saw Johnson ride, and the two men 
talked awhile, a mutual confidence developed. 

“It almost has to be that way,’’ Johnson says. ‘‘You’re 
almost married to the people you work for.’’ 

As for Arnett, he says, ‘‘I feel that Jay was God-sent after all 
the problems I’d encountered. I feel like our paths crossed at the 
perfect time.”’ 

Arnett and his wife, Ann, have been working four and a half 
years to build up a horse farm that they hope will eventually 
become a profit making business. 

The couple have jobs to support the farm. Arnett is employed 
by Alabama Power Company and his wife works for a Birm- 
ingham law firm. 

The horse trainer, who had been working in Colorado before

coming to Jasper, Alabama, saw Arnett’s business card in a tack 
shop and called him. 

Now that the two have joined forces, Arnett feels that he’s on 
the right track.

His philosophy of training, Johnson says, is with patience - 
not abuse.

Many will have a 
‘Blue Christmas’

These famous lines describe the way many people will experience 
the Christmas and New Year holiday season. 

It’s called depression, and its symptoms include disturbed sleep, 
changes in appetite, energy level, feelings of guilt and thoughts of 
death. 

“‘There are a variety of problems that cause depression to be so 
common during the holiday season: forced loneliness... the recent loss 
of a loved one.. sometimes the youngest child has moved away from 
home... or just being in a new community far away from family roots. 

These and other situations can create loneliness and ‘‘the blues.’’ 

Elderly and single persons are particularly vulnerable to this kind of 
depression. Often, their emotional energy gets so low that they 
become ‘‘frozen’’ and too despondent to seek help. That’s when a 
church, a concerned neighbor or a social services agency needs to step 
in. 

“*People use the end of the year as a time for self-appraisal,’’ says 
Dr. Kenneth Warren, a clinical psychologist at the mental health 
center in Calera. “If you haven’t lived up to your expectations you 
can become disillusioned and doubt your self-worth.” 

Warren believes that some people who are depressed at this time of 
the year often defer getting help until after the holidays. With that in 
mind, he points out that clinical statistics indicate that the suicide rate 
peaks late in the Spring. 

At least one person out of 10 will have a bout of depression serious 
enough to warrant professional attention. Besides loneliness, over the 
holidays these people may experience extra family tensions and stress: 
crediti card bills; tired, noisy, fighting children; excessive drinking. 

Psychologists and counselors offer the following suggestions for 
dealing with depression: 

1) Make a list of your problems and find one you can lick. Defeat 
that one and you’ll be ready to work on another. 

2) Light exercise, such as walking, can restore energy level. 

3) Try to set a reasonable pace during the holidays... don’t overdo 
it... food, drink, or other activities. 

4) If feelings persist, seek professional help. Get family or friends to 
help in seeking assistance.

He explains that he takes from 
90 to 120 days to get a horse 
ready. ‘“‘It’s none of this slam, 
wham, bam stuff,’’ he says. 

If the owner will be riding the 
horse, Johnson also works with 
that person, showing them the 
signals the horse responds to. 

**It’s real important to me,’ he 
says, “*that the rider knows which 
buttons to push.” 

However, he does not give 
riding lessons to the public since 
his time is limited with handling 
the 32 horses at Double A, as well 
as the entire farm operation. 

The farm raises quarter horses 
— there are two stallions used for 
breeding — and Johnson says he 
has three show prospects already 
lined up for the 1985 season. 


Although he and his family like 
living in the Wilsonville area, 
Johnson says he gets 
claustrophobia from all the trees. 

**When | lived in Colorado,”’ 
he grins, ‘‘you could get up in the 
morning do a 180 degree turn 

and see everything you owned. 
Nothing was hiding behind a 
tree!” 

With a sweeping gesture of his 
hand, Johnson says he’s used to 
**wide open spaces — rolling hills 
and tumbleweed.”’ 

The trainer met and married 
his wife, Debbie, while he worked 
in Colorado — a second marriage 
for both. 

She had two children — Dawn, 
now 11, and Randy, who's seven. 
And the couple now have a 
20-month old son, Robert Carl - 
better known as R.C. 


His career in the horse business 
has taken Johnson to lot ‘of 
places, a lot of jobs which include 
Calumet Farms in Kentucky, and 
horse farms and ranches in Ohio, 
New Mexico, Colorado and final- 
ly Jasper, Alabama. 

During the span of his career, 
Johnson has qualified six horses 
as World Champions. Two were 
winners. 

But at one point, he came close 
to throwing in the reins and call- 
ing it quits. 

He was working at the time 
with a horse inside a stall, when it 
went berserk ‘‘and flat tore me 
up.’” He recovered from the 
broken ribs and facial injuries, 
but figured that was enough 
horse training for one career. 

Johnson took a job at a con- 
vience store, but after a while 
discovered that he couldn’t stay
